HERE was in the days of 
1 Herod the king of Judea, a 
certain prieſt named Zacharias, of 
the courſe of Abia; and his wife 
was of the daughters of Aaron, and 
her name was Elizabeth. And they 
were both righteous before God, 
walking in all the commandments 
and ordinances of the Lord, blame- 
leſs. And they had no child, be- 
cauſe Elizabeth was barren; and 
they both were now well-ſtnken in 
years. | 
And it came to pals, that while he

* counſel determined before to be 
* done. And now, Lord, behold

And when they had prayed, the 
place was ſhaken where they were 
aſſembled together; and they were 
all filled with the Holy Ghoſt, and 
they ſpoke the word of God with 
boldneſs. And the multitude of them 
that believed were of one heart and 
of one ſoul: neither ſaid any of them, 
that ought of the things which he 
polleſled was his own; but they had 
all things common. And with great 


the reſurrection of the Lord Jeſus, 
and great grace was upon them all; 
neither was there any among them 
that lacked. : 
For as many as were poſſeſſors of 
lands, or houſes, fold them, and 
brought the prices of the things that 
were fold, and laid them down at the 
apoſtles' feet; and diſtribution was 
made unto every man, according as 
he had need. And Joſes, who by

The 
apoſtles impriſoned again, and delivered. 
UT a certain man named Ana- 
nias, with Sapphira his wife, 
fold a poſſeſſion, and kept back part 
of the price, (his wife alto being pri- 
vy to it,] and brought a certain part, 
and laid it at the apoltles' ſeet. But 
Peter faid, © Ananias, why hath Sa- 
tan filled thine heart to lye to the

And Ananias, hearingtheſe words, 
fell down, and gave up the ghoſt. 
And great fear came on all them that 
heard theſe things.

And 
it was about the {pace of three hours 
aſter, when his wife, not knowing 
what was done, came in. And Peter 
anſwered unto her, Tell me whe-! 
«ther ye fold the land for ſo much.” 
And ſhe ſaid, © Yes, for io much.” 
Then Peter ſaid unto her, How is 
*it that ye have agreed together to 
« tempt the Spirit of the Lord? be- 
hold, the feet of them who have 
buried thy huſband.are at the

Then ſhe fell down ſtraightway at 
his feet, and yielded up the ghoſt. 
And the young men came in, and 
found her dead; and carrying her 
forth, buried her by her huſband. 
And great fear came upon all the 
church, and upon as many as heard 
theſe things. And by the hands of; 
the apoſtles many ſigns and v onders 
were wrought among the people. 
And they were all with one accord 
in Solomon's porch, And of the 
reſt no man Furſt join himſelf to 
them; but the people magnified 
them. 8 
And believers were the more add- 
ed to the Lord, multitudes both of 
men and «omen; inſomuch that they 
brought ſorth the tick into the 
ſtreets, and laid them on beds and 
couches; that at the leaſt the ſhacow 
of Peter paſhng by might over-ſha- 
dow ſome of them. There came allo 
a multitude ont of the cities round 
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Then the high prieſt roſe up, and 
all they that were with him; which 
is the ſect of the Sadducees; and 
were filled with indignation, and 
laid their hands on the apoſtles, and 
put them in the common priſon. But 
the angel of the Lord by night open- 
ed the priſon-doors, . and brought 
them forth, and ſaid, * Go, ſtand and 
* ſpcak in the temple to the people 
wall the words of this life.” 
And when they heard that, they 
entered into the temple early in the 
morning, and taught. But the high 
prieſt came, and they that were with 
him, and called the council together 
and all the ſenate of the children of 
Iſrael, and ſent to the priſon to have 
them brought.

But when the officers came; and 
found them not in the priſon, they 
returned, and told, ſaying, * The pri-

©when we had opened, we found

high prieſt and the captain of the 
temple, and the chief prieſts, heard 
theſe things, they doubted of them 
whereunto this would grow. 
Then one came _ told them, 
laying, Behold, the men whom ye 
put in prion are ſtanding in the 
temple, and teaching the -people. 
Then the captain went with the offi- 
cers, and brought them without vio- 
lence; ſor they feared the people, 
leit they ſhould have been ſtoned. 
And when they had brought them, 
they ſet them before the council.

And to him they agreed. And 
when they had called the apoſtles, 
and beaten them, they commanded 
that they ſhould not ſpeak in the 
name of jeſus, and let them go.

And daily in the temple 
and in every houſe, they ceaſed not

ND in theks days, when the 
number of the diſciples was 
multiplied, there aroſe a murmurin 


olf the Grecians ee the Hebrews, 


becauſe their widows were neglected 
in the daily miniſtration. Then the 
twelve called the multitude of the 
diſciples unto them, and ſaid, It is 
not reaſonable that we ſhould leave 
the word of God, and ſerve tables. 
Wherefore, brethren, look ye out 
among you {even men of honeſt re- 
port, full of the Holy Ghoſt, and 
wiſdom, whom we may appoint over 
this buſineſs. But we will give our- 
ſelves continually to prayer, and to 
the miniſtery of the =T | 

And the ſaying pleaſed the whole 
multitude. And they choſe Stephen, 
a man full of faith and of the Holy 
Ghoſt, and Philip, and Prochorus, 
and Nicanor, aw: Timon, and Par- 
menas, and Nicolas a proſelyte of 
Antioch; whom they ſet before the 
apoſtles; and when they had prayed, 
they laid their hands on them. And 
the word of God increaſed; and the 
number of the diſciples multiplied 
in Jeruſalem greatly; and a great 
company of the prieſts were obe- 
dient to the faith. And Stephen, 
full of faith and power, did great 
wonders and miracles among the

And the next ſabbath- day almoſt 
the whole city came together to hear 
the word of God. But when the 
2 ſaw the multitudes, they were 
lled with envy, and ſpoke againſt 
thoſe things which were ſpoken by 
Paul, contradicting and blaſphem- 
ing. Then Paul and Barnabas wax- 
ed bold, and ſaid, It was neceſſary 
* that the word of God ſhould rl. 
have been ſpoken to you; but ſee- 
ing ye put it from you, and judge 
« yourſelves unworthy of everlaſting 
* life, lo, we turn to the Gentiles. 
For fo hath the Lord commanded

ſafely. Who, having received ſuch a 
charge, thruſt them into the inner 
priſon, and made their feet ſaſt in 
the ſtocks. 15 
And at midnight Paul and Silas 
prayed, and ſang praiſes unto God; 
and the priſoners heard them. And 
ſuddenly there was a great earth- 
quake, ſo that the foundations of the 

riſon were ſhaken; and immediate- 
y all the doors were. opened, and 
every one's bands were looſed. And 
the keeper of the priſon awaking out 
of his — and ſeeing the priſon- 
doors open, he drew out his ſword, 
and would have killed himſelf, ſup- 
poſing that the priſoners had been 


fled. 


But Paul cried with a loud voice, 
ſaying,” Do thyſelf no harm; for 
e are all here,” Then he called 
ſor a light, and fprung in, and. came 
trembling, and fell down before 
Paul and Silas; and brought them 
out, and faid, * Sirs! what muſt 1 
* do to be ſaved?” And they ſaid, 
Believe on the Lord Jeſus Chriſt! 
* and thou ſhalt be ſaved, and thy

And they ſpoke unto him the 
word of the Lord, and to-all that 
were in his houſe. And he took 
them the ſame hour of the night, and 
waſhed their ſtripes; and was bap- 
tized, he, and all his, ſtraightway.

And the brethren immediately ſent 
away Paul and Silas by night into 
Berea; Who coming thither went into 
the ſynagogue of the Jews. Theſe 
were more noble than thoſe of Theſ- 
ſalonica, in that they received the 
word with all readineſs of mind, and 
ſearched the ſcriptures daily, whe- 
ther thoſe things were ſo. There- 
fore many of them believed; alſo 
of honourable women who were

. | Greeks, and of men not a few. 


But when the Jews of Theſſalo- 
nica had knowledge that the word of 
God was preached by Paul at Berea, 
they came thither alſo, and ſtirred 
up the people. And then immedi- 
ately the brethren ſent away Paul to 
go as it were to the ſea; but Silas and 
Timothy abode there ſtill. And they 
that conducted Paul brought him 
unto Athens; and receiving a com- 
mandment unto Silas and Timothy 
to come to him with all ſpecd, they 
departed, | | 

— while Paul waited for them 
at Athens, his ſpirit. was ſtirred. in 
him, when he ſaw the city wholly 
given to idolatry. Therefore he diſ- 
puted in the ſynagogue with the 
Jews and with the devout perſons, 
and in the market daily with them 
that met with him. Then certain 
philoſophers, of the Epicureans and 
of the Stoics, encountered him. 
And ſome ſaid, What will this bab- 
bler ſay? others, He ſeemeth to be

And they took him, and brought 
him unto Areopagus, faying, *N ay

But now be- 
ing made free from ſin, and become 
ſervants to God, ye have your fruit 
unto holineſs, and the end everlaſt- 
ing life, For the wages of ſin is 
death; but the gift of God is eter- 
nal life through Jeſus Chriſt our 
bands: 5 =:

THERE is therefore now no con- 
demnation to them who are in

cannot pleaſe God. | 

But ye are not in the fleſh, but in 
the Spirit, if ſo be that the Spirit of 

God dwell in you. (Now it any 

man have not the Spirit of Chriſt, 

he is none of his.) And if Chriſt be 
in you, the body is dead becauſe of 
ſin; but the Spirit is life becauſe of 
righteouſneſs. But if the Spirit of

Spiritual gifts are diverſe, yet all improv- 
able. Chriſtians, as the members of 


\ TOW concerning ſpiritual gifts, 
XL Y brethren, I would not have 
you ignorant. Ye know that ye were 
Genittes, carried away unto theſe 
dumb idols, even as ye were led. 
Wherefore I give you to underſtand, 
that no man, ſpeaking by the Spirit 
of God, calleth Jeſus accurſed; and 
that no man can ſay that Jeſus is the 
Lord (77), but by the Holy Ghoſt. 
Now there are { Gun" Fo of gifts, 
but the ſame Spirit; and there are 
differences of adminiſtrations, but 
the fame Lord: and there are diver- 
fities of operations; but it is the ſame 
God who worketh all in all. 

But the manifeſtation of the Spi- 
rit is given to every man to profit 
withal. For to one 1s given by the 
Spirit the word of wiſdom; to an- 
other, the word of knowledge by the 
lame Spirit; to another, faith by the 
fame Spirit; to another, the gifts of 
healing by the ſame Spirit; to ano- 
ther, the working of miracles; to an- 
other, prophecy; to another, diſcern- 
ing of 3 to another, divers kinds 
of tongues; to another, the interpre- 
tation of tongues. But all theſe

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worketh that one and the ſelf.ſame 
Spirit, dividing to every man ſeve- 
rally as he will. 


For as the body 1s one, and hath 


many members, and all the members 
of that one body, being many, are 
one body; ſo allo is Chriſt (78). For 
by one Spirit we are all baptized 
into one body, whether Leber or 
Gentiles, whether bond or free; and 
have been all made to drink into 
one Spirit. For the body is not one 
member, but many. 

If the foot ſhall ſay, Becauſe I am 
not the hand, I am not of the body; 
is it therefore not of the body? and 
if the ear ſhall ſay, Becauſe I am not 
the eye, I am not of the body; is it 


therefore not of the body? If the 


whole body were an eye, where were 
the hearing? if the whole were hear- 
ing, where were the ſmelling? But 
now God hath ſet the members, 
every one of them in the body, as it 
hath pleaſed him. And if they were 
all one member, where were the 
body? but now they are many mem- 
bers, yet but one body. 

And the eye cannot ſay unto the 
hand, I have no need of thee; nor 
again, the head to the feet, I have no 
need of you. Nay much more, thoſe 
members of the body which ſeem to 
be more feeble, are neceſlary. And 
thoſe members of the body which we 
think to be leſs honourable, upon 
theſe we beſtow more — Ho- 
nour; and our uncomely parts have 
more abundant comelineſs. 

For our comely parts have no 
need: but God hath tempered the 
body together, having given more 
abundant honour to that part which 
lacked; that there ſhould be no 
ſchiſm in the body; but that the mem- 


bers ſhould have the ſame care one 


for another. And whether one mem- 


ber ſuffer, all the members ſuffer
